The Act passed at the last Session of the 
Ontario Legislature “to amend and con- 
solidate the Acts respecting Municipal 
Institutions,” contains proyisions changing 
the mode under certain circumstances of 
electing Deputy Reeves in Township Mu- 
nicipalities, Clause 99 provides that Reeyes 
and Deputy Reeves shall be elected by 
general yote, except in Townships divided 
into Wards, Bat when a Township is 
divided into Wards, which in no case must 
exceed four, then the Municipal Council 
shall clect from among themselves the num. 
ber of Deputy Reeyes to which the Town- 
ship isentitled.

‘The Hoosac Tunnel, 


~ Our despatches this morning record the 


final boring through of the Great Hoosac 


Tunnel, which has occupied so much time 


and cost so much money Sn its completion. 
A letter which we publish from the Boston 
Advertiser gives an interesting account of 
the progress of the tunnel, This great work 
is about four miles and three-quarters 1n 
leogth, and has cost about $20,000,000. — 
The work has been going on for nearly 
fifteen years. The New York Trilune r6- 
marks :— 

The Hoosac Tunnel ia one of the most 
important works, considered merely as an 
engineering enterprise, ot the present day, 
A comparison of it with other tunnels 18 not 
without interest, Coming, as may be said, 
close upon the heels of the Mont Cenis 
Taonel, it is likely to be most frequently 
compared with that great work. The 
Hoosac Tunnel 1s narrower than the Mont 
Cenis by less than one-twelfth ; itis within 
eight inches of the same height; it 1 about 
two thirds as long, and when complete will 
have cost about one-third more per mile, 
Tho last named fact is the more note- 
Worthy because the Alpine tunnel bad to 
be lined with masonry from end te end, 
owing to the rock being defective—haying 
80 many seams that it was not considered 
safe without support. The comparative 
hardness of the rock hored is scarcely £0 
important in these undertakings us the 
question whether the material is self-o 
taining ; 8 soft and decomposing rock wi 
a far more formidable obstacle to the 
Hoosack work than the harder material 
afterwards encountered; but on the whole, 
the calcareous stone which formed the 
bulk of the Alpine mountain was at least | 
no harder than the micaceous formations 
of Massachusetts. The Mont Cenis Tun- 
nel, owing to the height of the mass aboye 
it, hud to be constructed entirely from each 
of ite entrances, and is deficient in the great 
advantage as to ventilation which the 
Hoosac obtains by its central shaft, 

No other tunnel bears so many points of 
comparison with the Hoosac as that of 
Mont Cenis, Some of the French tunnels 
are, however, of great length ; that on the 
line between Marseilles and Avignon being

A par- 
allel in the length of time taken by some 
portions of the American work is to be 
found in the tunnel of Arshwiller, on the 
line between Paris and Strasbourg ; ita a 
milo anda balf haying consumed nearly 
eight years in construction ; and against 
the one hundred and thirty-six human lives 
lost by accidents in the Hoosac, may be 
set the frightfol causualty inthe shaft of 
the Havenstein Tunnel on the Central Swiss 
Railway, where the wooden lining, taking 
fire and giving way, fell with the surround- 
ing earth upon sixty unfortunate workmen.

The Famine in India. 


It will have been seen by the telegrams 
that the fears of a famine in Benyal, which 
had been temporarily allayed have agaio 
revived, and the importation of stores of 
food isurged. During little more than ten 
years, there have been three terrible fam~ 
ines in India. That in the north-western 
provinces killed 250,000 miserable crea- 
tures; that in Orissa, 1,290,000; that io 
Rajpootana, 1,364,529—1n all, 2,815,029 
Bengal, where af amine is now pending, 18 
onu of the most densely populated parts of 
India, and unless adequate preparations are 
made for the emergency, the consequences 
will be sppalling. 1t is said the Indian 
Government are acting very energetically 
in providing stores of food ; and it is hoped 


the calamity may be averted, or at least, 
nearly mitigated. ‘Uhe famine ia due to the 
failure of the cropa, It is remarkable, in 
face of the cry in India, to send to Amori- 
ca for food, to fiod it roported that peoplo 
in Iown, in tho very lap of the “ teeming 
West,” are in a starving condition also from 
the failure of the cropa. We suppose, it 
the latter case, that want of communication

GENTLEMEN,—Since wo last met, one of 
our members has been taken from us, the 
demise of our mutual friend and fellow.

T am sure from our acquaintance with our 
late friend, wo all feel to deplore his loss. 
Cut down jn the prinie of life, no doubt for 
some wise purpose, he has left behind a warns 
ing to be ready for the Master’s call, 

I trust some suitable resolution of 
condolence will be adopted and be sent to 
the family of our deceased friend, as a mark 
of the esteem in which he was held by us as 
County Councillors, 

Our yearly labors are about being brought 
to a close, and in reviewing the past I see 
nothing to regret, belieVing that «)l our 
acts have been with an eye to the general 
benefit of the County at large 

The amounts which I have been called on 
to sanction by requisition on the County 
Treasurer since the last statement to the 
Council are in all $15,076.48. Of this sum 
$5,052 was to pay the fifth call of the Grand 
Junction stock ; $2,933.63 for bridges, &c,; 
$2,218.31 for gravel roads; $4,536 outside of 
gravel roads,as appropriated at the June 
session ; $336.44 for jail and other emall 
matters, a statement of which will be laid 
before you for your approval, 

The committee appointed at the last ses- 
sion to make suitable arrangements for 
building the new Registry Office according 
to the approved planus of the Ontario Gov= 
ernment, have awarded the contract to Mr. 
David Lynn for the sum of five thousand one 
hundred and eighty~two dollars. The cons» 
tract has not yet been signed, 

By the Snow Road Act of last session of 
the Legislature of Ontario, it will be advia- 
able to passa By-law at this session to carry 
out the provisions of Cap. 46. Respecting 
double track roada for winter travel, I would 
recommend that the By-Law if passed,should 
embrace the leading gravel roads in the 
County, 

I would also recommend that some pro- 
vision be made to arrange for levelling those 
places most exposed to drifts on the gravel 
roads, in order to expedite travel. I belieye 
anarrangement with parties living at or 
near those places, might be effected by our 

ravel road superintendent, or by statute 
abor or otherwise, which would keep the 
roads in a good state for travel, which would 
give general satisfaction, at # very small 
outlay, 

Since last session I haye obtained infore 
mation in reference to a stone breaking ma- 
chine engine and boiler, which will be Jaid 
before you, The cost of the same is put 
down on board the cara at $2,600, or $1,550 
for the engine and boiler and $1,050 for the 
stone breaker. The work such a machine 
will perform will be from 128 to 160 tons per 
day of ten hours, requiring 6 hands, besides 
2 carters to draw stone, fe is my opinion 
that a great saving can be made in repaire 
ing those roads that require broken stone, 
and greatly facilitate the work to be yearly 

erformed, trusting you wil] take the matter 

nto consideration, 

I have carried out the instructions given 
me by the Council at its Iast seasion and 
have supplied the necessary clothing, bed« 
ding, &o., for the comfort of the prisoners. 

T algo waited on Mr, Fanning in reference 
to his claim for damages done to a horae,and 
requested him to furnish me with the neces~ 
sary evidence to substantiate his claim,when 
he very pompously told me I could go to Mr.

I would cal your attention to the number 
of prisoners sent to gaol sentenced to hard 
Inbor, as there is no way the sentence can be 
carried out at present. I would recommend 
that the Council petition the Leglelature of 
Ontario so toamend the Jaw {n reference to 
prisoners sentenced for offences to hard labor, 
as to allow the County utilizing the labor by 
placing them upon the Town or County 
roads—secured with ball and chain, and un- 
der a aultable overseer—to work out their 
term of imprisonment, I believe such a law 
would have oaalu'nry effect and it would be 
found that such an open punishment would 
be the means of greatly diminishing potty 
crime, as well as effect a saving to the Coun» 
ty.

FIRST DAY CONTINUED. 


Messrs. Clapp, Ashley, Rose and Farley 
came in. 


The Warden handed in a statement of 
*mounts paid out by the Treasurer from 
the 20th Beptember to 1st December. 

Also & communication from Mr. Gilbert, 
of Montreal, regarding a stone breaker, 

Also, application for the office of In- 
Spector of Schools for North Hastings, from 
W. Green, of Picton, and W. Mclatosh, 
of Campbellford,

Tho annual message of the President of 
the United States, presented to Congress 
on tho 20d December, is as usual a volumin 
ous document, and 1 not without interest

important points, Tho measago sets out 
* | with a reference to tho great financial crisis 
which has recently swept over the country, 
_|and singularly jambled up in the same

partizanship has almost coasod to exist, 
especially 1n the agricultural regiona ; and 
finally the capture upon the high seas of a 
yeasel bearing our flag, has for the time 
threatened the most serious consequences, 
and has agitated the public mind from ono 
end of the country to the other, bat this, 
bappily, now, is in the course of satisfac~ 
tory adjustment—honorable to both nations 
coucerned. What the financial crisis has 
to do with ‘political partizanship,” or 
© political partizanship” with the “capture 
on the high seas,” we fail to see, But, 
probably, the President meant to include 
them amongst the events of this ** eveatfal 
year,’ and for convenience sake put them 
alltogether, He congratulates the country 
upon being at peace with all other nation- 
alities.

Tho questions of expatriation and rights 
of citizenship are discussed at some length 
and the existing laws of the United States 
relating thereto are represented as not being 
very sotisfactory, and as persons who have 
never resided within the United States have 
been enabled under these laws to claim the 
protection of the United States, additional 
legislation is asked for to settle doubts and 
guide the Executive jo determining why are 
entit led to protection, 


The unsatisfactory state of affairs in Cuba 
is referred to at some length and then the 
Virginius difficulty isreached. Tho Presi-

Rallroad Rails. 


The Scientific American says that the 
“creeping” of railroad rails has attracted 
some attention of late ; and while we do 
not attempt to explain it, we offer a point 
of the fact that, on lines running north and 
south, the western rail ‘‘creeps” faster than 
the eastern rail ; that is, the strange move- 
ment of the rail towards the south is more 
marked in one rail than in the other on the 
same track, Furthermore, it bas been 
noticed that on such a line theeastern rail 
Wears out the fastest, Both of those 
points, we think, can be explained by the 
motion of the earth asit turns from the 
west toward the east, Everything that has 
free motion is dragged after the whirling 
globo ; every wind that blows, and every 
tide that moves, feels the influence, and 
our train going north or south is pulled 
oyer towards the east, and naturally presses 
the eastern rail most heavily, The 
western rail, being relieved of its share of 
weight ‘‘creeps” more freely and quickly, 
It is also noticed that the wheels that run 
on the eastern rail wear out the first, and 
we can but think that this earth motion is 
the true ca The practical side of this 
is, that the eastern rail and wheels should 
be stronger.

Doubtless; numerous other buildings have 
suffered, but they have not bean reported to us. 

We regret to hear that the new brick church 
on the Kingston road, in process of erection by 
the Wesleyan Methodists of that locality, has 
been al most entirely blown down. 

A brick house on Charles 8t., which was be. 
ing erected by Mr. A. L, Smith, was also con« 
elderably injured, being blown down In part. 

A portion of the fence at the east end of 
the Deaf and Dumb Instituto was blown down 
during the gale, 

A new brick house just erected on Mattida 
Btreet, owned by Jamos Arnott, was blown 
down, nothing left but the foundation. 

A portion of the rear wall of the splendid new 
building in course of erection by D. D. Bogart, 
Esq,, corner of Front and Campbell Strecte 
Ylelded to the power of the gale and fell this 
morning. 

Rathbun!s steam saw mill has been partially 
Stripped ofits roof, and two of the smoke 
stacks ha ve been blown down. 

Part of the high wooden fenee on the south 
side of the gaol yard gaye way shortly before 
noon, and the remainder of it looked as though 
every gust would sweep it away, 

Fencea jnnumerable hsye been prostrated, 
Kas lamps have suffered, and trees and portions 
of trees have_come to grief. 

The fence surrounding the Agricultural So- 
clety’s grounds has been almost entirely level~ 
led, avd many panes of gisss in the windows 
of the building hav e been smashed. 

Amongst the principal sufferers by the galo 
aro Messrs, J.M. Walker & Co, The greater part 
of the root of the main building was caught by 
® gust of wind ond part of it falling on the roof 
of the moulding room, went right through it, 
making @ serious break, The fourth story, 
which is used as a pattern room, is thus lett 
bare to the elements, The remainder of tho 
root has been securely chained, so that no fur- 
ther damage may be fearod. 

The southern portion of the roof of tho old 
Moyers houso, situated on the bluff of Meyer's 
Terrace, was swept clear to the rafters, 

A portion of the sheeting on tho Montreal 
Bank was earried away, 

The damage by broken windows can scarcely 
bo estimated. 

Soon after tho gale had attained its height an 
slarm of fire was ralscd on Front Street, but 
fortunately Jt proved to be nothing worse than 
chimneys on fire, though the firemen had the 
trouble of turning out. Four chimnoys wore 
blaze at ono timo, namely, In Mra. Porkive 


saloon; in Thomas’ Eureka House; in Mre 
Bellalr's and in Messrs, Compion's, All wero 
Dut out without serious damage. We aro in- 


formed that several chimneys in other parts of 
tho town woro also on firoabout the samo timo,

The ground 


The Gale. 

Tho gale of Wednesday night and yes- 
terday was the soverest ever experienced 
in this section of country, and seemed to 
have been very general throughout the 
country, It continued with great seyerity 
throughout the entire day, occasionally 
moderating as if to regain additional 
strength to pursue its destructive course, 
but towards evening it became less and less 
violent and by this morning old Boreas 
ceased to blow, It is impossible to give a 
full account of the damage done, but some 
idoa of the extent of the effects of the gale 
in Belleville will have been learned from 
the account given in yesterday's issue, A 
large number of byildjngs were unroofed, 
fencea everywhere prostrated, chimnies 
toppled over, lumber piles ecattered in 
every direction, sidewalks remoyed, trees 
blown down, and in the streets and on the 
fields the debris of broken plank, scattered 
shingles and cracked slate, give some idea 
of the disastrous effects of the gale, To- 
day we give additional particulars so far as 
we oan learn. 


Amongst the damage done by the gale 
not noticed in yosterday’a issue, 1s the un- 
roofing of some of the buildings connected 
with Brown’s Jron Works. The greater 
portion of the roof of the saleroom was 
lifted bodily several feet, and talling, broke 

The roof of the stable 
on the opposite side of the street was also 
partially swept away, and fences around 
the wood yard prostrated. The roofy were 
only regently made new, Ono curious freak 
of the gale was to lift the sidewalk at the 
junction of Pinnacle and Foundry Streets 
and carry it diagonally across to the Foun 
dry, making a complete crossing. 

The spire of the Bleecker Street Wesleyan 
Church, near the Station, was blown down 
early in the day, and im that vicinity a 
number of fences were prostrated, 

We learn trom the stage driver from Ma- 
doc that no leas than thirteen barns were 
blown down in the vicinity of Madoc, 

We also learn that the casualties between 
this town and Trenton are very great, in» 
cluding barni, tence, eto, 

THE GALE ELSEWHERE, 

Owing to the storm telegraph wires were 
disarranged, and communication by this 
means was completely cut off with many 
places, From our exchanges, however, we 
learn that the storm wag general through- 
out the country, and its effects in other lo- 
calities were as disastrous as in Belleville. 
In Ottawa, bouses were blown down, roofs 
carried off, chimneys destroyed, fences and 
treos prostrated, and large numbers of win- 
dows broken, 

At Kingston the gale was ovidently not 
#0 severe, us the papera do not report any 
serious disasters. The only casuality of any 
moment recorded is the drifting of the 
barque British Lion, from Garden Island 
out into the River, and it was expected she 
would be a total wreck, 

At Newburg, a large number of houses 
Were uproofed, luniLor piles scattered like 
chips, and fences and outhouses sadly de- 
moralized. The squall raged with great 
severity there for about five minutes, 

In Toronto the galo was the most terrific 
ever experienced, QOhurches wero un- 
roofed, houses nearly totally demolished, 
trees blown down in every direction, ond 
4n amount of proporty destroyed which jt 
is impossible to estimate, The ravages of 
the storm seem to have been principally 
within the central portion of thecity. The

The Jesuits in Rome, 


The pioperty of the Jesuits in Rome has 
been confiscated by the Italian Government, 
The houses appropriated were those known 
4s the Gesu, the Roman College, St. An- 
drew of the Quirimal, San Lorenzo, and 
Ara Coli. At tbe firat, Prince Odescalchi, 
with his attendant, Bobbio, conducted the 
transfer. According to the correspondence 
of the Catholic Review, the Prince and 
Bobbio called the Jesuits from their cells. 
* Bobbio, when all had assembled, ssid to 
them, * You have been notified concerning 
the religious corporations of Rome, Ino 
virtue of that law I haye come in the 
name of the national government to take 
possession, I have first to deliver to cach 
religious the warrant which will give him 
his right to a pension, After that you wily 
no longer consider yourselyes proprietors, 
and you must quit the house within the 
time appoited,’ He then commenced to 
distribute the warrants, They were already 
prepared, and were carried in a portfolio 
by an officer of the Junta, The brothers 
were firet called, They wero twenty-nine 
in number, Allof them wore long beard’ 
and presented a very venerable appearance, 
They were dressed in a short soutan of very 
poor material, Each of them was present~ 
ed with » warrant for threo boodred lires 
pension. The fathers were then called to

Id send the Secretary and Troasurer up to 
iro fall with the books for their Inveati- 
or ifthe Council, aa a body, would in- 
them, he would show thom full state- 
he receipts and expenditure of the 
Jompany Yom {ts inception up to the present 
ime, Their Proceedings were not very lepgthy, 
and could all be gone over in a abort time, as 
there had been but few meotings of the Board 
of Directors since its organization. Mr. Glass 
was reported as saylog that whilst the County 
had pald $15,000 Ja calls upon Its stock, the 
private stockholders had pald but &,; 
This was an entire misstatement, and was de- 
signed to mislead the public and injure the 
Company. Why, the firm of which he was a 
member bad pald upwards of $1,000, D. D. 
Bogart, Eaq,, $1,200, a sum which alone almost 
equalled that which Mr. Glass bad spoken of, 
and others in proportion to the amount of thelr 
stock, Calle had been made upon private stock- 
holders in proportion to those mado upon tho 
County, and he found that the amount paid by 
them was $12,052 in all. “Truc, the Company 
bad made no effort to compel payment of calls, 
bat very Isrge number of those in 
arrear bad made promises to pay so soon 
a they could make it convenient to doso ; and 
he did not consider it wiso—takiog all thiogs 
into account—to sue mon for small sums of $25 
or $50, which yas about the amount of most of 
thelr indebtedness. Tho Hon, Joho Stevenson 
of Napanee, had subscribed for an amount of 
stock, but owlng to representations, which had 
been made to him, he had not paid up bis calls, 
He was a rich man and was able to pay, but he 
(Mr, Kelso) did not consider that It would be 
wise to provoke a law sult forsosmall a sum 
as that gentleman owed. When they wont be 
fore the Ontarlo Government—of which Mr, 
Biako wasthen head—to ask for ald he was 
obliged to make an affidavit as to the ability of 
the sharcholders to meot and pay their calls, 
that, to the best of bis knowledge and boellef, 
the amount of Stock subscribed was)$100,000. 
Some remarks of the Warden, In reference to 
the constitution of the Board of Directors,call~ 
ed for explanation, The board, it was true, 
consisted of 17members, but virtually there 
wore but 13, as the other 4 represented maunl- 
ciplalities which had given bonuses, namely, 
the Town of Belleville, Peterborough, Stirling, 
Soymour, and Lindsay. These gentlemen 
had seats at the Board, simply to see 
that the money of the munielpalities which they 
represented was not wrongly applied. If any- 
thing was done with the funds which wore in 
their care which was not right, they could go 
to the Trustees, Messrs, £. W. Holton, J. H, 
Allao, Mayor of Pictop, and KR. Cockburn ot 
Cambellford, and forbid) payment, They had 
no volcein the matter of making calls upon 
stock. The Warden had control of the Board. 
Ho had the same power as iften municipalities 
hod taken stock In the Company— 
for as no other municipality took 
stock, the County had the election 
of six Directors, with the Warden ex-officlo, 
who formed a mojority of the Board. Their 
Act had contemplated that any number of 
municipalities might take stock, that the Board 
should consist of twelve Directors—six repre-

whiskey bottle of her, and she not 
telling him where it was, he had first throt- 
tled her almost to suffocation, and then lit 
& match aod burnt her neck with jt, In 
confirmation of this, she showed the mark 
of a born on her neck, In commenting 
upon the matter, the Magistrate remarked 
that prisoner had no doubt accelerated the 
death of his wife by his brutal conduct 
towards her—treating her in o manner 
which a barbarian or a cannibal would 
scarcely have done. It was hard to believo 
that such a monster could exist in civilized 
society. He should hold him to keep the 
peace towards his children for one year {u

default of sureties, Prisoner, who Sppear- 
ed very little moved by his position, was

Panis, Dec, 91.—A despatch: from Madrid, 
dated the 5th, announces a heavy fall on the 
bourse, consequent upon dispiriting news ia 
rogard to Quba, and President Grant declining 
to accept Gen. Sick! signation, and approy- 
ing bis action in tho case of the Viryinius, The 
resignation was based on the fact of the Wash- 
logton Government negotiating directly with 
Spain, overlooking Gon, Sickles, who claimed 
that the Goverament failed to protecthim, The 
Spanish Government claims that it was not 
bound to surrender the Virginius until the 18th 
of December. 

Nuw Youx, Doc. 9.—Tho Herald's Washing- 
ton despatch says; Unexpected complications 
have arisen out of (he protocol. The Spanish 
Minister asks, who shall be Judges of the proof 
that tho Viryinius was not entitled to carry the 
American flag, as stipulated in the protocol ? 
Our Governmont made answer that the United 
States Is Its own judge. The Spanish Govern- 
ment responded that the protocol left all doubt- 
ful polnts to arbitration, so far as reclamation 
goes, and possession of the vessel came under 
that head. The Spanish Government now claim 
that the United States can only Protect the 

Vessel. In defence of thelr own Idea, they 
challonge investigation, and will atisfactorily 
prove thelr point,

The Committee on School Organization beg 
leave to report ; 

Thatin accordance with Instructions from 
the Board, tho Chairman of the Committee 
drew up a statement of facta In relation to the 
claim of Mr. Vermilyea for salary during the 
vacation, and embodied sald statement in the 
following letter addressed to the Deputy Super- 
jotendent of Educatlon, Toroato, 

To J. G. Hodgins, Esq., Toronto, 

Daan Srx,—With regard to your letter to the 
Chairman of the Board, respecting Mr. Vermil- 
yoa’s claim for salary during vacation,ond upon 
which you have already pronounced an opinion 
io his favor, based upon certain facts, on be- 
ball of the Board of School Trustees, I beg ro- 
spectfully to submit the following statement of 
facts, which the Board claims sustains them in 
resisting the claim of Mr, Vermilye 
Frast—Mr. Vermilyea was engaged on the 
od November, 1869, and his term of service 
was to Slat December of that ye He got bis 
salary from year to year; and the Inst balf 
year up to the let of July, was pald the full 
half year’s ry. 

Suconp—As the Corporation of Belleville 
Jevies its taxes usually in August, and as the 
Board, instead of as formerly rajslog its own 
school moneys by special tax, makes its demand 
upon the Town, the Board changed its foancial 
year to commence on the Iet July in each year, 
jostead of in January. 

Tuigp—All teachers are engaged for the full 
term and paid quarterly: From Ist January to 
lst of April; 1st April to let Jaly; 1st July to 
lst of October; and from let October to let 
January again. 


Fourta—By engagement herowlth enclosed, 
it will be seen that Mr. Vermilyea agreed to t 
conditions above mentioned, and this Boa:

Fatal Accidont--Two Men Killed 
and Two Soverely Injured. 


Daan Srt,—A sad accident took place at 
tho Iron Mines in this Village, Blsirton, on 
the 4th ult,, whereby two men lost their 
lives and ono or two othora wore severely 
hart. The iron mino is about 120 feet deep, 
and the ore js taken ont of it by means of a 
derrick in bucket, which holds about two 
tons, and dumped in a piloon the bank, 
The accident was caused by the bucket belng 
drawn up out of the mine and hurried past 
the dumping place, #o that the man ln charge 
of tho work only partially yodid the fas 
ing. The bucket should then have been 
down (it came out In the evidence: fore the 
jury that it had beon let down twice the day 
before under similar clroumstances) ; instond 
of that it was permitted to go 100 feet fur~ 
ther to the edge of the mine, when the faot 
oning of the bucket gave way and dumped 
the ore, part of it on the bank, and the other 
rolled into the mine on the men with the 
above reault, An inquest was held on the 
6th by Dr. Fife, of the Village of Hastings, 
on the bodies of the two men, When, after 
hearing the evidence of the men in'‘charge of 
the derrick which was very conflicting, 
the Jury gave the following unanimous 
verdict ;— 

“That Arthur Jones and Rueben Tucker 
came to thelr death accidentally by stones 
falling from the bucket upon them whilst 
they were io the iron mine ; nevertheless the 
bucket dumping in the pit was partially the 
result of neglect of duty on the part of the 
men in charge of the derrick. ‘6, there- 
fore, strongly recommend that, for the safety 
of those working in the mine, Henry Bell 
and Wellington Lake be discharged from the 
derrick and their places supplied by more 
trustworthy men,’

LOSS OF LIFE. 


Deas Stm,—On Thursday, December ath, a 
very hoavy tornado swopt through this section 
of country, resulting, I am sorry to say, with 
loss of life. Mrs. Lang, of the Township of Ban- 
gor, Hastings County, wont out to the stable to 
food the horses with oats; being fond of horses, 
sho was in the habit of doing this frequently, 
On this morning the gale commenced about hale 
after nine, accompanied with a little rain, and 
as she was coming out of the stablo the wind 
forced her back to th st side of it, and at that 
moment the roof was blown off, and a heavy log 
atriking her hoad sho was killed instantly. She 
was buried on Saturday, Decombor the 6th. 

Groat damago was dono bosides this. Mr, 
Carins’ barn was blowa down. A. Prian’s house 
blown down. Mr. Waddington’s stable was 
muoh injured and the roof blown down. Hun- 
dreds of troes foll, and to give you some idea of 
the galo I wont outside, and, with watch in 
hand, counted all the treos falling that I could 
seo within a distanco of halfamilo, Highty- 
five foll in less than fifteon minutes, and at the 
expiration of that time 105 fell. Thore wore 
many treos that I could hoar falling but did not 
include in the first number. In half an hour the 
gale abated somowhat, but every two or three 
minutes we could either seo or he. troe fall- 
ing; after two hours one ovory six or eight 
minutes, reminding somowhat of tho “ dis- 
tant and random gun,” etc. After three o’clook 
only a fow foll, but the wind was blowing very 
heavy till the next day. Tho road botweon hero 
and Buckingham was entirely blockaded till the 
next day, and the telegraph wires are strung all 
over the road, they alone making it dangerous 
travelling on horsoback. The house I rent is 
situated noar a very extonsive pino plain, and I 
had a good view of tho falling troos. Ten trees 
foll at one time and oight at another. 1 saw 
half ef a pine tree carried fully nty yards 
in the air, when, striking against two small 
pi all were levolled to the earth. Up to 
this time I have not hoard of any other casuali- 
ties. But ifany others have occurred you will 
soon be informed by

In a single year they paid 
five hundred dollars in gold to the Daily 
Wisconsin for advertising, and atthe end 
of seven years they retired from business 
with a fortune of one hundred thousand 
Gollare, while other merchants on the same 
street, some of them opposite their store, 
had failed. 

We remember « similar instance, contin: 
ues the Wisconsin, among our advertieers in 
1856. A merchant continued bis adver- 
tisement in our columns throughout the 
whole period of stagnation, and notwith- 
standing the predictions that “it wouldn't 
psy.’ His testimony afterwards was that 
his sales were steady and his profits satis- 
factory, while many merchants around bim 
who ‘couldnt afford to advertise,’ saw 
his clerks starding idle behind the couu- 
ters.

But what to honest people appears most 
singular is, it is only now, that the practic 
of Councillors selling their wares to th 
Town should become such a crime in the 
eyes and opinions of certain municipal 
ticlans, who expect to benefit thereby i 
some Way or other, For years past, it wi 
be seen by reference to the fyles of th 
InTELLIGENCER, that we have called alte 
tion to the practice as improper. But 
then the parties who dabbled in trade with 
the Town, were friends of those who are 
now the most loud moutbed in denunola- 
tions ; hence no objections were then made 
by ** this party of purity,” 

Who that looks back at former council-~ 
lors, but can put his handa upon some one 
who have profited by the eale ot what they 
had tosell to the Town; whether of lumber, 
hardware, groceries for the poor, etc, ? It 
in not many years since one, whose party 
18 now making the greatest noise and fuss, 
sat at the Council Board, and legislated for 
the greater part of a year, with the judg- 
ment of the Court hanging over his head, 
for dabbling in trade with the corporation, 
lt would be laughable, were it not of too 
serjous a character, to llsten to the simu- 
lated horror with which these very men 
talk and write about the practice of 
Councillors selling lumber to the Town, as 
ifit were anything new or novel in tho 
management of our affairs, If eyer there 
was an “ organized hypocrisy ” upon any 
ubject, itis upon this, 

In addition to this cry, a good deal has 
been said about the mannerin which the 
Chairman of tho Financé Committee has 
conducted his department, whicb, upon 
examination, will, we are conyinoed, not 
only bear a satisfactory explanation, but 
will be shown to be in accordance with the 
practice of those who have preceeded him, 
from Dr, Hope, the municipal reformer, par 
excellence, Cownward ; and not only of a 
Satisfactory explanation, but that his con 
duct, under the circumstances, was quite 
justifiable. 4

November the remainder of 
were to be executed fifty 
baton the mornin ot thatday an 
English man-of war, the Niobe, arrived In 
port. The csptain, on coming into the 
burbor, did not salute the Spanish forte. He 
was in hia boat before bis anchor touched 
the bottom, and on landing proceeded 
straight to the Governor's house, and»per- 
emptorily demanded that the executions 
sbould cease, The Governor at first de- 
elared that he had no right to jnterfere,but 
the captain said that in the absence of an 
American man-of-war bo would tuke the 
responsibility of protecting American cide 
zens, aod guarding the honor of the Ameri- 
Cat flog. Itis said be gave the Governor 
Geveral his choice between ylelding.to his 
demands or having the city bombarded, 
avd tha Governor accordingly gave way. 
Only for the arrival of thy Niobe there cap 
be no doubt but that the filty would bave 
been shot that afterooon, 


All the Americansin port were loud io 
praiee of the mannerin which the captain 
of the Niobe acted. T ascertained « few 
Gaye after bis arrival that be came in apswer 
to a telegraphic mestage from the American 
Consul, sent after the massacre of Capt. — 
Fry and the crew, asking to bave uo 
American man of war despatched ta San- 
tiago de Cubs. There happened tobe no 
American man of-war at Kingston at the 
time, but the commander of the Niobe 
immediately got up steam, and even though 
he bad not bie full complement of men, ~ 
many of them being on shore, without 
delay started for Santisgo de Cubs. One 
of hie first acts was to compel the Spaniards 
to remove the American flag from the place 
on the deck of tie Tornado, where it had 
been thrown about and trampled npon for 
days, more like » rag thane flug. He also 
compelled the Govornor of Ssntiago t? 
fornish him with five copies of the official 
Proceedings in regard to the trialu—one tor 
himself, one for bis Commodore, one for 
the Britisb, and the remaining one for the 
American Commodare. When concluding 
bis story, Mr. Coffia assured the reporter 
shat the Spanish authorities somehow scem 
to baye vo respect for the American Govern- 
meat, and do not hestinte on the slightest 
pretext to insult the American flag,

With these facts before them, the truth

he United States. A reduction in wages

Movement bes not, perbaps, been yenersl, 
but we have learned of a good many cases 
where the hours have been sboriencd. or in 
some way the same effect as areduciion of 
wages been produced. There is » marked 
change in this respect, that employees no 
longer assume to dictate to their employ. 
ers, They begin to feel that their joterests 
lio rather in giving a good day's work for 
reasonable days pay, that in depeoding 
for the coercion of masters upon a Trades 
Union, [kis not surprising that masiers 
would avail themselyes ot this favorablo 
Opportunity to have various matters, which 
bave formerly been in dispute, arranged to 
their own satistaction, This is a state of — 
things which it was most desirable to have 
brought about; aod while we ebould 
greatly regret, for many reasons, to sce any 
serious depression of the labor market, we 
are not sorry that such an anomalous con- 
dition of affuirs'as that which lately cxist~ 
ed in some branches of trade has terminated. 
When workmen are too independent to do 
a faithful day’s work, aud, at the éame 
time, are in a position to enforce the pay- 
ment of unusually bigh wages, somebody 
must suffer, Buildiog, mavofactures of 
every kind, and products, whose velue is, 
in & large measure represented by the 
wages of labor, become so expengive as to 
discourage and diminish operations by the 
redaction of profits, “But diministiéd pro- 
duction usually breeds financial pressure ; 
for there 18 no eurer precursor of a finoncial 
storm than wheo every person thinks to 
get rich without plenty of hard work. 
Tbough there appears to be some depres- 
sion in certain of our manufacturing in- 
terete, itis probable that the change in 

the labor market will do our manulacturers 
good, by cheapening somewhut the cost of 
their goods, and resulting ina better retarn 
for the wages paid. —AMonetary Times, 


How to Feed Horses. * 
The Vermont Farmer says:—‘‘ Mr. Emery 


of Worcester, after trying Several ways of 
feeding horses, has settled down on the fol- 
lowing; —He feeds whole hay with six 
quarts of bran and and corn-mesl, twice a 
day, wet. He has fed 60 for the last year. 
Hf borses look floely and be works them 
bard, but at the same time lie ia a carelul 
msn witha team. He iotends to have 
them fed at stated times, once in twelv® 
bours.” ‘This is much bettér than feeding 
meal alone, as the coarse bran Stpatates ther 
particles of meal and prevents it packing 
so hard asit otherwise would in the stomach 
of the horse, but even this 18 not a Fale way 
with all horses. The concentrated food 
ahould be more divided with coarse fodder, 
Young and vigorous horses may stand it, = 
well for a few years, a3 theie digestion is 
active, but bran.and meal mixed in equal 
portions is too compact for proper diges\ion 
in most bores, and they will in a short 
ume, be affected with colicund many other 
stomach complainie, The omoibud llacs 
in cities have bad experience on a large 
scale, and find the only safe way'is to feed 
meal, or meal and brao, mixed with about 
an equal weight of cut bay or straw, This 
gives abaodance of strong food, wo algo 
bulk, leaving the coatents of the stomach 
in a porous condition, so that the gastric 
Juice can circulate frecly througl (he mass 
and come in contact with every portion at 
Feeding concentrated food to horses 
stadmixture with coarse fodder, 
the fruitful caves of stomach compleinls 
colics, inflammations, blind alagger, &.

Jegiven to a report that two kegs of gunpowder 
had been found In the hold of the Mionesota. 

The failure of two large dry goods Jobbing 
houses Is announced to-day, The principal one 
is Operabalser & Keefer, Importers and jobbers 
of foreign and domestic woolens, 327, 329, and 
831 Broadway. This firci has # capital of be« 
tweon $150,000 and $200,000, and claims to have 
dono a business of nearly $2,000,000 a year. 
‘Their labilities are admitted to bo &t lonst bal! 
a million. 

It transpired that on the 10th Inst., the firm 
of Edson Bradley & Co,, failed, thelr lMabliities 
belng #45,000, They offered to settle at 65 to 
70 per cent., but the proposition has not been 
accepted.

New Yorx, Dec. 18.—The following addi- 
tional details of the surrender of the Virgiolus 
are contained In Key West speclals:—Tho 
only spectators fo the acene about to take 
place were tho men on the Despatch and La 
Favorita, and some regged and dirty Cubans 
lo flahlog smack» apparently Intent on flebing 
alone. At half past elgbt the gig came over 
from :La Favorite to the Virginius, containing 
the oarsmen and a single officer. As the 
latter stopped on deck, a petty officer and half 
a dozen mep, who had stood watch on the 
Virgintus during the night, went over the side 
and remained In the dingy awalting orders, 
Puoctually as the bells of the Despatch struck 
for nine o'clock, and before the echo had died 
away, the American flag flew to the digetaff of 
tho Virginius, and at the same moment the 
boat containing Capt. Whitiog and Lieut. 
Marlax put away from the Despatch. As they 
ascended the accomodation ladder of the Vir- 
ginius, the single man on the deck,who proyed 
to be Senor de Ja Camara, commander of tho 
sloop of war Fayorita, advanced and mado 
landward salute. The officers then read thelr 
respective Instructions, and Capt. de la Camara 
remarked that in obedience to the requirements 
of his Government he had tho honor to turn 
over whe Virginins to the Amorican authorities. 
Capt.; Whiting accepted, and ascertaining that 
a receipt would be acceptable gaye one. A word 
or two more civily spoken, and the Spaniard 
stepped over the side, signalled his oarsmen, 
and in ten minutes he étood upom thedeck of 
his own vessel, having discharged with becom- 
ing dignity the ynpleasant duty imposed upon 
him by bis Government, 

It appears that thé Virginins was. towed to 
Havana by the Isabel la Catolica, the comman- 
der of which returned immediately and left the 
surrender to be made by La Favorite, which 
had been in the vicinity of Bohiaand Horda for 
foveral months engaged in eurvoylng duty. 
The notorious steamer being once in American 
hands, no time was lost in putting her in order 
for sea. Ascarch for trophies was partly re. 
warded by the discovery of a bayonct drill 
and chart. “At the stern weretwo very small 
brass swivola hung on pivots and on each oF 
thom the name of the Virgipius stamped. The 
ship was leaking considerably and the Spanish 
captain stated he had kept the pumps contin- 
ally golpg since her arrival, in order to keep 
tho water down. Barring the filthy condition 
of the yessel she was much better than expeet- 
ed and some of the men seemed much relieved 
to find no infernal machine to blow them Jato 
eternity on golng aboard. At Bbout two 
o'clock the Virginins steamed about two bun 
dred yards all golog woll when the engloe aad- 
denly refused to doduty, and it became ne- 
cessary lor the Despatch to take her in tow: 
Tho two vessels went ont of the harbor briskly 
the Spanish Mag belug displayed by tho fortes 
as they passed that antiquated apology for for- 
tifcation, in an hour we weroatses. At elght 
o’cloek, ag American war vessel was . observed 
and tho floo uayy tug Fortune. Lt.-Com., 
Greene, 

The Commanding soon came up and remain- 
ed with the Conway during the night. In the 
meantime, the prizo officers, Mario, Calhoun 
and Lynden were unremitting jn their labors 
on the Virginius, and at 1 o'clock sho was 
again under steam. About § o'clock on Wed- 
nesday morning, # consultation was beld, spd 
under the orderg of Captain Whitlog,the Dee- 
patch ceased to tow the Virginius, and the 
two steamed together toward tho Tortugas, 
while tho Fortune went to report to Admiral 
Soott at Key West, arriving hero at 4 o'clock jn 
the afternoon. Ar the separation the Virginius 

ed away besutfully, the Despatch having 
& start of sevoral hundred yards, Both steam- 
ora arrived at Tortugas about four hours later 
There they found the United Btates sloop of 
war, Osslpeo, and coal schooner, awaiting 
thelr arrival. Provisions will be transferred 
from the Ossipes to the Virgipius, and what- 
eyer coal may be needed’ will be supplied by 
the schooner, but it’ will bo remembered, 
according to the Spanish commander, the Vir- 
gliniue bas already coal enough for seventy 
days, When supplied with provisions and con! 
the Virginius will prohably be sent to a worth- 
ero port. After all, the surrender was & some- 
what tamo affair, although conducted with 
proper dignity by the officers whose duty it wa@ 
to carry Out the provisions of the protocol,

‘| the firat Cheese Factories erected in the 
| County of Hastings, which owes its pater- 
| nity to the Hon Robt, Read, and 
| Grabam, M. P. P., both of whom deserve 


* | the thanks of the community for the energy 


displayed by them. Upon tho repeal of the 
Reciprocity Treaty, they saw that farmers 
with the American market closed against 
them, unless at o great disadvantage, would 
have to turn their attention to something 
else «qually profitable, ia order to prosper ; 
| and alter much agitation, the farmers of 
the Front of Sidney were induced to try 
cheese making by a joint stock company 

A resolution none of them have regretted, 
The resulta following this new enterpriso 
have been marvellous,» It was not long ere 
American cow buyers were driven from the 
market, cows having reached a price equal 
to that paid in the dairy counties of New 
York State, In addition to this, land rais~ 
ed in value from 80 to 50 per cent. 

The result of this has been that we have 
now a large number of Factories profita- 
bly working in the County, whose opera- 
toné amount to huadreds of thousands of 
dollars annually. But what we propose to 
do is to give ashort account of the 

FRONT OF SIDNEY OMEESE FACTORY, 
which was erected in the spring of 1866, 
aod commenced operations that spring by 
manafactoring the milk during the season 
of about two hundred and fifteen cows, 
Since that time the buildings and appara- 
tus have been enlarged and improved, from 
yearto year, During the past seven sea- 
sons the Company has received and manu - 
factured the milk of about pine hundred 
cows cach’ season, furnished by eighty« 
seven patrons, The factory buildings, 
apparatus, milk waggons, &o,, are owned 
by the Company, which is managed by a 
Board of Directors, elected annually. 

The paid up capital stock of the Com- 
pany represents 979 shares of seven dollars 
each, Each patron of the Company is 
aupposed to own one shareof stock for each 
and every cow whose milk 1s sent to the 
Factory, The Company pays for drawing 
and manufacturing it into cheeses. The 
whey ie cither sold or hogs purchased and 
fed; and after the expenses of drawing 
milk, manufacturing cheese, drawing cheese 
to market, insurance, &o,,are deducted from 
the receipts of the Factory, the balance is 
divided pro rata, in proportion to the 
amount of milk furnished by each patron 
during the season, The President, or 
Managing Director of the Company receives 
in payment one and a half per cent of the 
receipts of the Fuotory for his services, 
travelling expenses, postage, telegrams, 


mavagement aod commission for selling 
cheese, whey or hoge, 


All accounts and books of the Company 
are audited once each and every year, by 
two auditors elected annually by the 


patrons at the annual meeting.

Parry Sound—The North shore 
Mail. 


Panry Sounp, Dec, 18.—Mr, CO, B. Rus- 
sell arrived hero from Byng Inlet last even. 
ing, and brings intelligence of the loss of a 
portion ofthe North Shore Mail jn the 
storm of the 4th instant. The carriers bad 
camped on a small Island off Naiscoutay~ 
ong Point, and were aroused from their 
slumbers about 4 a, m,,by the water wash - 
log over them. They succeeded in reach: 
ing the main Jand about threo bundred 
yards distant, but were forced to abandon 
the mails, provisions and blauketa, all of 
which had been landed the previous even- 
ing. Oo the evening of the 6th they reach- 
ed Byng Inlet,haying been two days without 
food or shelter. The Postmaster of the 
Inlet furnished every assistance to the meu, 
who returned with help to the island and 
succeeded in recovering nine out of the ten 
bogs lost, which were scattered over sey- 
eral sores and imbedded under the ice, 
All the bags recovered were made of cot- 
ton, The one lost was a large leather bag 
suppposed to contain the Sault Ste, Maric 
Mail. The down mail was seven days late 
and bad not reached Byng Inlet at the time 
of Mr. Russells departure on the Idth, If 
the mails were to start from this point in- 
stead of Penetanguishone, many miles of 
dangerous travel would be avoided. The 
Inspector could appreciate the position if 
he wero to viet Parry Sound} once, Mr, 
Russell, with two guides, was four days in 
making forty-five miles, having to follow 
the broken coast, the ico being unsafe and 
Covered with water.

His echeme of 
showing ‘‘ European troops as often and in 
43 many directions as possible,” had acer 
tain effect, and if he could but have con- 
verted the sppesrance intoa reality for a 
few hours, much of the work before him 
might probably have been accomplished.

Sir Garnet Wolsety’s 
Dispatches. 


(From the London Times, Noy. 27.) 

In the words of Sir Garnet Wolsoly’s des- 
patches, as yesterday printed, our readers 
might observe the position of the Britieh 
General, described by himself in language 
slmost identical with that we employed in 
describing it for him the day before, 
Though be deplores in pathetio terms his 
watt of an army, he freely admits, on ao 
sorvey of affairs, that he is ‘somewhat 
better placed than he had hoped to be.’” 
Tbe Ashantees had been surprised and dew 
feasted in two successive engagements. 
They had broken up the camp from which 
they had long threatened both Oape Const 
and Elmina, they had begun their retreat 
to their own country, and they had been 
compelled by their own mava@avyres to flad 
a newand difficult road for their march. 
So far, the state of affairs wes not unsatis~ 
factory, and, indeed, under the circum- 
stances, it might well have been far worse 
but Sir Garnet Wolsely expresses his “* hu- 
miliation” at the military 
which he was left. His opportunities have 
been lost for want of troops. Towards the 
close of [ast month he received such {pfor- 
mation of the position and designs of the 
Asbanteo commander-In-chief as offered 
an excellent chance of action. ‘I might 
bave taken the foitiative aud attacked him 
in bis camp with confidence in o succerss 
ful reguit, bur sucha course was out of the 
question with no force at my disposal ex- 
cept a handiul of white mon and our worth- 
leas native allies.” Tho worthlesso io 
deed, of these auxiliaries is recorded in 
every paragraph of the dispatches before 
us, though even at vbis point the failure of 
our expectations is due in no slight degree 
tothe same want of European soldiers. 
The successful raids of last month bad 
kindled among the friendly patives @ *rit- 
ing enthusiasm’ which, says Sir Garnet 
Wolsely; had I aoy thoroughly depende 
able power with which to back it might 
be no inconsiderable elewnent in the forces 
on which I migbt count our contest.” 
So wach power, however, was available, and 
so the want ofa regular army prevented 
alao the creation of an irregular army. A 
colonial corps or two might have changed 
the whole aspect of affaires, Tho

Then no remittances, this season £48,000 
was sent direct to my lamented friend, Mr, 
Dickson, the late Commissioner, to ald relan 
tives and friends to Canada. These -betoke 
increased prosperity, 

My experience, based on helping upwards 
of 8,500 poor people, a visit to Canada, and 
piles of letters, leads me totake a cheerful 
and hopefy! view of emigration, 

In fact, unless by misfortune or-miscon- 
duct, the greater part of my emigrants bave 
improved their condition, 

The Dominion Government have exerted 
themselves greatly to diminish hindrances 
and inconveniences. They have provided 
cheap pasesges Sn splendid steamships (10 
days only on voyage), food and lodging on 
arrival, free passes to destinations, and a 
register of vacant places (600. emigrants Jn 
two days found places from~ the Toronto 
depot.) Perhaps, Sir, two \pstances out of 
mapy will suffice toshow how people may, 
by perseverance, progress, 

Two brothers from Marylebone, hired out 
on arrival—one to # farmer, and the elder as 
® navvy—saved £60 from May to October, 
and secured 200 acres on free grants. In 
April I sent out the eldest’s young lady. The 
following year L gent another brother (a ure- 
chanic) and his wife. They, united, possess 
500 mores (60. per cent, good*land), and are 
happy and prosperous. An’ Iélington mee 
chanio—wife, and seyen children [happy is 
the man who has his quiver fgll of them in 
the Colonies !|~has now a cléared farm of 
50 acres, with ten years to pay for it. 


The Ontario Government are always sus- 
picious of big schemes for colonization, as 
most have proved failures. I feel Mr. Arch 
would better serve his cause if he allowed the 
Inborera to be scattered and go where re- 
quired than by colonizing. I can but say, 
Sir, that well-conducted emigrants will meet 
with a hearty wejcome from the loyal and 
hospitable Canadians, Food and labor are 
in abundance, good credit given, free or 
cheap land, free achools; a well-kept San- 
day, with grog-shops closed from 7p. m, on 
Saturday to 7 a.m, on Mondsy. Many 
places of trustund positionare open to all 
[four-fifths of men in office—merchants, 
farmors, &c.—are self-made wen.) Trae, 
there sre drawbacks ; but to the sober, ite 
dustrious and persevering there is @ good 
and prosperous field open, Ihave, Sir, as 
you are aware, devoted much time, atten- 
Hon, ard not alittle money to this subject, 
and have also, in this and other matters, 
given my heart to help my gufferlog féllow-

Lecture on Education. 


At the lecture on Education, delivered in 


Education may be compared to a mighty 
stream whose tributaries are the family, 
Infant aod Primary Schools, Pablic and 
High Schools, Colleges, the social circle, 
the pulpit, the public meeting and the 
prees. Education does not begin with the 
alphabet, but with a mother’s look, a 
father’s nod of approbation, a siater’a gentle 
pressure of the hand, a brother's act of for- 
bearance. The most important of these 
tributaries is the Pablic School, and the 
parent and teacher's duties are so blended 
that it becomes absolutely necessary that 
each should assist the other to ensure suc~ 
cuss (o either party; it requires the com- 
bined efforts ot both to excite and keep 
alive an active, bealthful and uniform in< 
terest in the duties of the school room and 
spirit of zeal among the pupils, Some 
parenta seem to feel perfectly satisfied as 
long as their children are attending to a 
long list of studies, whether they attain o 
kcdwiedge of a single branch of study 
thoroughly or not. Education comprises 
ull the influences that goto make up s 
man'scharacter, and to educate properly is 
to prepare the child for its subseqavat self- 
education, The duties of teachers are three- 
foldy to train tha child physically, mentally 
and morally, and as the state of the body 
ba» a great influeoce on tho mind, teachers 
should look well after the physical culture 
of their pupils, Schools have a general, 
not a specific design, hence mere intellect- 
ual improvement should not be exolusively 
held up to the cbild as that after which be 
should strive alone, as he may attain this 
and yet not be happy himeelf por render 
others happy, nor cao there be sound moral 
culture without intelligence; The only 
really valuable knowledge 18 that which 
w relf-acquired, The pupil should be 
brovght faco to face with his work, 
and sbould be constantly working towards 
bib own success, aod the teacher must cb~ 
courage, sympathize, exbort and lead bin 
on from that which 18 simple to that which 
ig moro difficult,» There must be harmony 
amongst tho greut departments of educa 
tion, the physical, practicah acathotio,moral 
and intellectual must ron on together with 
suob aid to each other as their mutual con~ 
neotion supplies. The minds of young per 
pons cannot remain empty, and if you do 
not filit with that which 1s good, ip will 
be sure to reorive that which {s evil.

Brenton alias Fox, who was conyicted at 
the last assizes at Peterboro for the murder 
of Mrs, Payne and the boy Doughty, io 
the township of Dummer, in Noveniber, 
1879, suffered the extreme penalty of the 
law on the 26th inst.

If 
business men will set their faces against 
this practice it will do much to repress it, 
It needs to be stamped out.—AMonetary
